No Despair 

Mr. Lloyd George, Liberal leador, 
anid he did not think there was any 
cause for despair. Unemployment 


.}was in the main attributable to tho 


fact that our export trade had not 
recovered. That was bad, but 


‘lwhen he looked at the conditions of 


tho export trade in other countries 
he did not think we had very much 
cnune to feol despalr. Thoro were 
two things on which, the Miniator 
should give the House information. 
The first was how: much work ho; 
had provided under hia schemes this 
year; and the second was how 
many more mon would have work 
provided for them by’ Government 
grants and asasistanco than by the 
achemes of thelr. predecessora in 
office. : 
-- Government's Duty 

Mr. Thomas sald that when ho 
approached the unemployment pro- 
blom he made ‘up hia mind that if 
work could be provided it wan tho 
Govornmont’s duty to do it.

qualities of Stribling, disposed to do. 
preclate his own fighting gifts, and 
yet sure that if tho contest had not 
had such an unsatisfactory ending, 
he would’ have won; that by reason 
of his atrength ho would have worn 
the American down. ae 
Stribling, for his part, hotly dis- 
puted that he had wilfully hit low, 
He is not averse to 4 return match, 
and, like tho Itallan, is positive that 
ho would have been the winnor had 
the roferce not applied tho closure. 
Stribling, to his. Infinite credit, had 
no complaint. He did not dlspute 
the justice of tha ruling of tho pre- 
siding official.

Decline of English Standard 

Much Ink has beon spilled in recont 
years trylng to explain why _Eng- 
Wsh football has declined, ‘compared 
with the.old atandards. Thera is no 
mystery about it, The cause !s tho 
lack of- bal) control. Very fow pre- 
sent-day footballers have the patience 
to master what is, after all, the mont 
jmportant phase of the game, 

It js amazing how many of thom 
think they aro good players ant yet 
can only. play the ball with ono foot; 
and trap it properly ‘with nolthor. 
Practice makes perfect, and until 
English players settle down sorlously 
to ball work there will be no improy- 
mont, ‘ 

Doing tho samo thing over and ovor 
again Is not very entertaining, but 
theso players should. romomber that 
football .{s thoir livelihood and that 
they ought to work aot Jt until thoy 
become -proficlent, Thoy cannot ex- 
pect to be wizards of tho bail if they 
do not spend houra, days, and weeks 


with the ball at their fect. 


Thero ts no short cut to ball control. 
It han to bo learnt steadily, just as 
famous musicians have to struggic 
with the scales for months, and even 
then continue to practise them. 

Football Lengue clubs ought to in- 
sist on ball practice, but they do not 
seem to think -!t worth while. Moro 
attention is pald to n man's speed 
round the ground and the cultivation 
of golf-to take the players’ minds off 
football.  Playhig. golf doca not im- 
prove ao footballer’s abilities in the 
silghtest. 


On the Continent 

Jimmy Hogan, the old Bolton and: 
Burnley: forward, who has been a 
trainer on the Continent, saya ball 
control is drilled, Into the foreign 
footbalier. Tho German players re- 
ceive far more ball practice than our 
players, and they do a hundred and 
one interesting exercises with tho 
all. rane 

Says Hogan: “Afterwards, run- 
nig, skipping, gymnastics, and side 
games are indulged in under the con- 
trol of the trainer, who stops the 
gamo from time to timo to polnt out 
the more important mistakes. Then 
the players adjourn to the club- 
house, where theoretical instructions 
on the blackboard and discussion of 
plana take pldee.” * 

One Ss afraid that many English 
players would not like that pro- 
gramme at all.

Frank Barson, who in his day wan the 
finest centro half-back in England, was 
onc, When at Barnsley he bogan to 
train ench doy earlier than unybody 
elac, and every day devoted hours to 
ball practice Barson was always the 
lnst to lenve tho ground..

OUR WEEKLY SERMON 


The Hellenic Contributien To Christianity 
‘MODERN CHURCHMAN’S VIEWS 


[By R. B. Tollington, D.D., Canon of Chelmsford, Author of 
’ Alexandria, ete.) 


. 


Rut undoubtedly. the change 
from Galilee has been great. ~~ In- 
terest has shifted from conduct to 
belief. natend of. a kingdom of 
God very near and very real, we find 
abstract principles, a remote pro- 
apect of the bentlfle vision, and God 
8d far exalted abovd eonse and-time 
that it is diMcult to relate’ Him to 
His word, We have pnased, ‘ns 
Hatch says, from a world of Syrinn 
Peasants to a world of Greek phila- 
saphers, The interest of the educat- 
ed seetion of the Christinn soclety 
win now for succeeding centuries 
centred In such. subjects as the 
doctrine of the Logos, the relations 
of the first, and second Persons in 
the Trinity, the procession of the 
Moly Spirit, astrology, human free- 
dom, how to revoncile divine good- 
nens with divine justice, how to in- 
terpret the Church's sacred books, 
how ‘to answer the dualists, what to 
include, what to exclude, in a Canon 
or a Creed. Questions are follow- 
ed up into their metaphysical im- 
plications. There 1s a prasion for 
definition and for the formulation 
of doctrine. For thoughtful peo- 
ple there were’ few rival Interests. 
Politics offered Hittle scope. The 
aren of sefence, as we understand 
the term, was very limited. Litera- 
ture was decadent. Philosophy, 
outside the Church, had reached ita 
term in Neo-platonism. So sthe 
educated world had leisure to be 
theological, | If the Hebrew in large 
mensure supplied the material, the 
method and criteria were purely 
Greek. 

Influence of Hellenism 

Such, in very genern) terms, was 
the character of the carly influence 
of Hellenism upon the Christian 
Church. The Programme of our 
Conference describes it as a “cone 
tribution.” Before we accept tho 
term, there rises a prior question. 
Gain and loss are involved in every 
amalgamation. Did the 
Church, on the whole, gain or logo 
by this assimilation? Did Chris- 
tlanity exploit Hellenism? Or did 
Hellenism capture Christianity? 

It must probably be admitted 
that what We find In the New Testa- 
ment Js in the main religion, but 
that what we find in.the age of the 
Fathers and the 
theology. It is. their sense of this 
change which makes both Hatch and 
Harnack tell the story of its phases 
with a certnin accent of regret. 
Hatch writes: oe %, 

'It is possible to urge’—he clearly 
states the view with sympathy—that 
Christianity, which grew on a soil 
whereon metaphysics never throve, 
which won. its first victories over the 
world by the simple moral force of 
the Sermon on the Mount, and by 
the sublime influence of the life and 
denth of Jesus Christ, may throw off 
Hellenism and be nono the loser, but 
rnther stand out again before tho 
‘world in the ‘uncoloured majesty of 
the Gospels.’ 

Original Enthusiasm 

Harnack’s, position, if I rightly 
understand it, is more qualified. Ho 
admits ‘the Joss. .The original en- 
thusiasm of Christianity evaporated. 
The Church had to pay a high price 
for maintaining its position. ‘The 
union of the Christian religion with 
a definite historical phase of human 
knowledge and culture may be 
lamented in the interest’ of the 
Christian religion, which vas there- 
by secularised.’ On the other hand, 
he allows that, the. world being as it 
was, tha-gain predominates. We 
are not to regret this scculariantion, 
‘os absolutely everything that we

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have and value is due to the alliance 
that Christianity and antiquity con- 
cluded in such a way that neither 
was able to prevail over the other.’ 
The same view finds even more 
assured * oxpreasion’ in Edward 
Caird’s Lvolution of Retigion. 

"The development of “h religious 
iden,’ he writes, ‘seems to Invelve the 
geadual Joss of it in the medium 
which it recks to penetrate, and it fs 
only. when we look to the end that 
‘we can see that such loss is instru. 
mental to a higher gain,’ 

‘In such company we may stand 
ly our ‘title and speak of the 
Hellenic ‘contribution.’ There is 
such a thing as the love of the mind 
for God; for this Hellenism provid- 
ed a medjum and a way. Tt was no 
amull service to‘re-establish the 
great Hebrew truth of monotheism 
upon a rensoned and philosophic 
basis. The doctrine’ of the. Logos 
was in its own time an important 
and far-reaching concept, and its 
nagocintion with the historic person 
of Jesus of Nazareth enabled Origen 
to develop his thought of the many’ 
offices of the divine Word. There is 
a whole store of religious value in 
his conception of the manifold 
Christ. ‘Also, given the doctrine of 
the Trinity, it is not ensy to over- 
rate the importance of the same 
great master’s theory of .Eternal 
Generation, Ciement’s Gnostic, more 
akin to the wise man of Stolcism 
than to the mediaeval inint, comes 
us. near as any type I know to the 
Christian gentleman. The Alexan- 
drian iden of punishment, Platonic 
in origin, regarding penalties as 
remedia) in purpose and never as 
vindictive, is one it docs not shock 
us to anccept. It-is a pity the Church 
ever forgot that fire, symbolically, 
is an agent of purificntion, not an 
instrument of torture. 

The Athonnsian Creed 

Or take the Athanasian 
Creed. - If we omit the dam- 
natory clauses, which are no 
integral vart of its structure and 
only correspond . to the anathemas 
which were the sanction of every 
creed, and also _ if we estimate it 
Historically, setting it in its own 
age, which was different ftom our 
later days, then will it not be out of 
place to pay our tribute of unreluc- 
tint homage to this splendid Christ- 
tian hymn. All these things—and 
the list might be made indefinitely 
longer—nre real contributions, .as- 
sety of religlows: thought which 
merit abundant acknowledgment. 
We can never aay what might have 
been, but,. given the conditions as 
they were, it is diMeult to see how a 
purely Galilean Christlanity 
have apread or been  perpetunted. 
The greater was the Church’s gain 
when Christian teachers added to 
her store truths and idens which 
went back to Pythagoras and to 
Plato, to Zeno and Chrysippus, or 
taught Iessons which would not have 
sounded altogether alien to such 
men of the time as Sencen, Marcus 
Aurelius, Galen, Epictetus, Dio 
Chrysostom or Maximus of Tyre. 

Ideas Alone Counted 

On one other point a word should 
be sald before ‘we leavo the early 
centuries, Hellenic influence tended 
to make Christianity abstract, 
universal, theoretical, systematic. 
Plato .was the greatest of the 
Greeks, and Platonism had never 
accorded much importance to tho 
conerete and tho particular, Events 
were of little account; ideas alone 
had value. Tho ‘inevitable outcome 
of this tendency was the deprecia- 
ton and neglect of history. It !s 
notable that the pagan school of 
Alexandrian produced admirable 
Nterary critics, acute mathematl!- 
cians, the most competent physicians 
and surgeons of thelr time, but no 
historians of any account. Prac- 
ically this university kad no faculty 
of history. Thero fs a similar de- 
ficlency or omtssion in Hellenic

THE ANCIENT CHARIOTS 


We cull tho followlng from “Tho 
Pride of Achiovement," 0 short 
necount of ‘tho Development of the 
motor manufacturing industry of 
Groat Britain, written by Mr. H. 
‘Thornton Rutter and. issucd by the 
Socloty. of Motor Manufacturer's 
and Traders Limited:— 

According to ‘Greok mythology, 
the chariot was Invented’ by: Exich- 
thonids to conceal his fect which 
wero those of a dragon. Honce the 
poet's declaration .“Scated in car, 
by him constructed first to hide his 
hideous feet.” es 

Whether this was tho truth In re- 
gard to this fourth King of Athens 
who was deformed in his’ lower 
limbs, m&tters not to ws nowadays 
but duo to hia invention of tho 
chariot and tho mannor of harness- 
ing horses to draw it, ho laid the 
foundation of a British industry.

Wo sond our modorn cars and 
commorclal motors to-day to an sven 
greater Empire than Caesar ruled. 

Yet thirty years ago -thoro were 
only some 8,000 motors of all sorts, 
private carriages, © commercial 
vohiclos and hackney cabs in 
Britain, . 

In 1900 the Automobile Club of 


‘Great Britain and Ircland (now the 


Royal Automobllo Club) organised 
a tour of. Britain by motor vehicles 
covoring 1,000 miles. Tho cara 
visited all the chief towns and cities 
In their tour which included part of 
Scotland. 

So successful was this demonstra- 
tion in proving to tho public that 
the motor vehicle was a practical 
mechanical road transporter that In 
1905 the number of motors In Great 


| Britain had multiplied sevenfold. 


Statlstics of tho porlod glva the 
figure of 23,000 motors a3 running 
on British roads. 

In 1907 the workers in motor 
factories in Great Britain wero 
making 1,000 cars: and commeréial 
vehicles ench month of that: yoqr 
and Incrensod the total to 14,000 ner 
annum in 1910. : : 
. Output of British Vehicles 

It Is catimated that there wero, 
40,000 people engaged In the motor 
Industry at that tlme, There wore 
eighty car and commercial vehiclo 
manufacturers, . at this perlod «In 
England, Scotland and Ireland al- 
though the last naried had only ono 
small factory in Belfast. 

Out of these eighty British manu- 
tacturers of that day, thirty of tha 
Qrms are still producing motors 
under the samo titles. Tho romaln-' 
der have efthor quit the busincas, 
amalgamated with other motor 
firms or. roappoared, under now 
names. : ; 

In 1911 the production of British 
motors increased to 19,000, tho 
workpeoplo employed numbored 
66,000 and’ British motors ‘wero 
steadily making their mark in the 
automobile world for thoir sturdy 
qualitics. 

Tho result was that In 1918 the 
public bought 44,000 cars and com- 
mercial motors from British 
factorles and nearly 9,000 cars, busl- 
ness vehicles and chassis wero sold 
abroad. 3 t : 

At that period Great Britain had 
proved to the worJd that-“British 
was best’ in motor carriages and 
heavy ‘business vehicles for hard 
work, 

The British heavy lorry especial- 
ly, was making frionda by its stout 
vervice in all parts of the world as 
well as in tho home country. — 

Then came the Great War in 1914, 
when the whole resources of this 
young Industry wore placed at the 
disposal of tho Country. 

Mechanical, transport, indeed, 
played an casential part.in victory, 
won if the British lorry and the 
British tank could only be provided 
at the sacrifice of progress in de- 
sign for the purposes of peace, and 
the {nevitable strangling almost at 
birth, of an export trade to the 
impire and the World, ne 

Tho drain and strain of war and 
the achfovements of the British In- 
dustry during the War aro somc- 
times forgotten. 

Ancrensed Employment 

It fs well that we should be re- 
minded that time alone can remove 
the consequences, direct and in- 
direct, of our part in the greatest 
struggle the World"has ever scen. 

Nevertheless our British motor 
makers never lost heart and in spite 
of all diMcutties, production increas- 
ed from- 44,000 in 1913 to 88,000. in 
1923, employing 194,000 workpeop'e 
in the whole Industry. : 

To-day it may be estimated that 
250,000 men and women are engaged 
Jirectly fn the manufacture of 
motors’ and probably yet another 
250,000 i the many allied trades 
from which the mapufacturer ob: 
tains his raw materials and acces- 
sories.

HIGHER SPEEDS 


In Commercial Vehicles 
; Of To-day 


There has beon 
doney In recent yenrs to higher 
apecds in all classes of motor 
vehicles, and oven though thia may 
result in a shortor life, f(t ts 
probably sound, as tending to on- 
courage traffic flow, and in the case 
of commercin! vehicles, to reduce 
the timo betwoen receipt and da- 
livery of goods or passengers. A 
shorter Life Is, however, by ‘no 
menns a necesanry corollary of 
higher specds, but this point : is, 
perhaps, best discussed in connec- 
tion with design. Two other im- 
portant recent developments in com- 
mercial vehicle design, both to some 
extent associated with the question 
of incroased specd, are the inlitla- 
tion of long-distance passenger

Lorry Chassis Specifiention 


It would be an Interesting, and 
by no means‘diMeult, occupation to 
draw up a, specification for a lorry 
chassis, say, In the 30-cwt. class, 
which could be applied impartially 
to a large number of dilferent 
makes, with slight modifications in 
the cylinder bore and stroke, and 
perhaps, in the overall chassis 
dimensions. Further, it. would 
probably be fuund that this speci- 
fication could be equally applied to 
models shown at the 1927 exhibi- 
tion. At first sight, this would sug- 
gest that design was stationary, but 
auch a specification would only in- 
clude the general layout, and not 
the minor detuils. Except in the 
case of an exceptional development, 
such as the rigid-six wheeler, it is, 
however, in the variation of minor 
details that design progresses, and 
it is ntso in this respeet that the 
model of one maker usually differs 
from that of another. 


Object of Designer 
So far as commercinl-vehicle da- 


sign is concerned, the object of the 


deslgner Is to securo the highest 
ratio betwooen useful load and tara 
wolght, while paylng dio considorn- 
tion to such quostiona on reliability, 
oaso of overhaul, first cost, and so 
on, and it is precisoly because no 
two designora or purchasers .can 
agree on the rolative importance to 
bo attached to ench of these factors, 
that a numbor of alternative de- 
signa in the samo clnss aro ayail- 
able. ‘Incroased apecd has boen 
secured by raising the powor- 
weight ratio, and‘ it may be said 
that, in‘ genoral, this has been dono 
without reducing tho useful llfo of 
tho, vehicle, busing tho useful life 
an mileage and not on ago in yoars. 
A higher powor-wolght ratio may bo 
secured olther by incrensing the 
power of the engine without in- 


creasing its welght, or by reducing | 


dendwofght at various polnts on tho 
vehicle without reduction. in’ 
atrength.’ Progroas In both direc- 
tiona has, fortunately been rendor- 
ed possible by advances. ‘in . tho 
motallurgy of both steel and 
aluminium alloys, ‘and while taking

A slight dent in a mudguard may 
be remedied without damage to the 
paint with a Httle care.

An ontirely now. viowpolnt  ro- 
garding tho riding qualitiss of 
automobiles has beon adopted — by 
the public. Not only have tho 
larger cara been Improved to an 
exceptional degree, but cara in tho 
lowor-priced classes aro expocted 
alad to perform excollently from a 
riding atandpoint. . 

Whon announcement was mado 
last yoar that tho lowest-priced 
four-cylindor car on tho American 
markot would be fitted with hydrau- 
Me shock absorbers as standard 
equipment, it marked the opening of 
a new era os far as the riding 
qualities of the low-priced car wore 
concerned, 

This docs not monn that this car 
was tho only one in the low-priced 
enr field to be, shock-nbsorber 
equipped, but tho fact that this par- 
ticular manufacturer used onay 
riding as one of the aalling pointa 
on his car instead of morcly talking 
about cheap transportation, was a 
very good indication that the public 
no longer was. contont with moroly 
boing dragged about by a twenty- 
horse power motor. Balloon tyros 
and shock absorbers wore and are 
expocted, no matter what price {8 


paid fon the car. 


Thore is no. doubt but that we 
shall continue to improve apring 
suspension and riding qualities; o 
big stride already has been mado 
during the year of 1928 and 1929. 
It has been the hfatory of outomo- 
bile development that as soon as 
you give the public advantages 
along certain nes, the demand for 
still further improvements atong 
those same Ines always results, 
This is, and will be, unfailingly the 
caso with better riding. Tho public 
is gotting a taste of real riding 
quality in all pricéd classes, and the 
demand for better ond still better 
will spur.on enginecring develop- 
ment in spring suspension and 
shock absorbers In just the same 
way that the demand for better ac- 
celeration and economy was 
responsible for high-compression 
engines-and high-turbulence com- 
bustion chambers.

” 260-MILE AUTO ROAD’ 


A modern automobile road, 260 
miles long, is under construction 
between San Sebastian and Madrid, 
Spain. The rondway will be 36 
feet wide, with six feet act aside 
‘for parked cnrs, The curves are 
to be made wider and will be 
banked, enabling - drivers to make 
turns without having to slacken 
thelr speed.

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CAR INSURANCE «, 
The Difiiculties of 
Compulsion 

On the question of drivers with 
‘bad Insurance records who cannot 
obtain cover at any cost, the point 
arises, emphasizes “Tho -Light Car 
“and Cyclecar,” whgther if insurance 
beenme . compulsory they would 
thus be provented from driving. 
Lord Russell has suggested that 
this would bo a public. advantage, 
but it is Incredible that British law 
could ever fall so short aa to allow 
a man to be tried and found guilty 
by a combine of insurance come 
panies} 

In’ matters of less: Importance 
compulsory insurance also bristles 
with diMcultics. Thero aro many 
mon, for example, who run two cara 
but who have only one in use at a 
tlme; there are others who*run a 
car and a motor cycle, and there are 
others who drive different’cars al- 
most every day of thair lives. 
Third-party insurance providing 
for their requirements at equitable 
rates would have to be of a rather 
complicated character. If tho 
policy applied to the individual it 
would have to be separate from any 
“eompreheysive policy” protecting 
him againat loss of or damage to 
his ear, and would create all man- 
ner of complications. It is sincere- 
y to be hopod that if third-party 
insurance must be made compulsory 
it will not ‘be the subject of rasb 
and hurried, leglalation. ~ 

Must attention is being. directed 
at the present time to the question 
of compulsory insurance. 

Another View 

Compulsory third-party ingur- 
ance is onco again in the lime- 
light ond may before long find [ts 
way into the Statute Book. It Is 
sincerely to be hoped, says “Motor 
Cycling,” that if It must bo In- 
troduced {ts many difficulties and 
pitfalls will first bo thoroughly 
examined. It. has been suggested 
by some. nowspapers that adminis- 
tration would resolve itsclf Inte 
terms of ‘no policy, no driving 
licences’? This would give the 
licensing authorities a difficult 
task, 12 not an impossikle one 
under present-day conditions. 

How would they deal with the 
man who rides a motor cycle one 
weook and drives a lorry the next? 
Would he havo to pay a year’s 
premium at lorry rates? And 
what of the man whose compre- 
hensive policy gives third-party 
cover whilst riding a named 
machine, Would his Hcence allow 
shim to ride only that ons 
machine? 

Simtlar difficulties arise if it {5 
wuggested ‘that the ~ Insurance 
should _ bo associated with the 
vehicle licence. What of the man 
who owns two machines 7 He can 
ride only one at a time and yet 
needs two vehicle 
Again, it would be necessary te 
provide for vehicle owners who 
take out part-year 


months at a time, whilst tho {n- 
aurance companies ‘would be call- 
ed upon to cover an unknown risk 
in the form of the skill of the 
persen who happened to be driv- 
ing the vehicle. .

Debt Of Commercial 
Designers 


Commercial-vehiclo designers aro 
deeply in debt to the private car, 
more particularly as regards tho 
engine. The tendency in private- 
car practice for some yeara has 
been to reduce the diameter; while 
increasing the number, of cylin- 
ders, and this tendency has been 


followed, although to o leasor ox- | 


tent, by the commerelal-vehicle de- 
signer. 


on private cars, while there are 
actually more six than four cylin- 
dor models among the cars recently 
put on the market. In commercial- 
vehicle practice; on the other hand, 
engines having more than six 
cylinders are extremely rare, and 
the four-cylinder engine is stilt 
very widely used. The reason for 
this apparent conservatism on the 
part of. commorcial-vehicle _ de- 
signers is to be found in the respec- 
tive requirements of the two types 
of vehicle. : 

The private-car owner attaches 
grent importance to smooth run- 
ning, rapid acceleration, and very 
high maximum speeds, while these 
factors, although of Increasing im- 
portance for’ the commercial 
vehicle, are still of secondary 
value, as compared with reliability, 
easo of overhaul, and first cost. 
Apart from the actual number of 
cylinders, however, the commerceial- 
vehicle engine hns closaly followed 
private-car design in the tendency 
to higher crankshaft: speeds, and 
speeds approaching 3,000 r.p.m. at 
full power are now not uncommon 
for the former type of engine. A 


high crankshaft speed affords one|- 


of the most valuable means of in- 
creasing the power-weight ratio, as 
it tends to the climination of the

PEAK TRAM PRANK|

STONES ON TRACK 

A prank that might have .onded 
in disaster was played by two 
Chinese boys on Friday afternoon 
when thoy placed stones on the 
Penk Tram -track at the Kennedy 
Nond Station, to sve, as one of them 
put it immediately after arrest, how 
high the tram would jump! 

Thanks to the sharp eyo and 
prompt action of a Chinese Tram 
Inapector who wos riding In’ the 
1,10 p.m., down tram, the disaster 
was averted~ and he’ was also 
responsible for the arrest of tho 
bigger of the two boys. Tho other 
was subsequently arrested by De- 
tective Sergeant J. Murphy follow- 
ing information received from the 
elder boy, 

When the cass was called before 
Mr. A. W. G. IL Grantham at the 
Contral Magistracy yesterday, both 
boys, who had jbeon relensed on 
bulls of $50 euch, appeared. The 
elder Ind admitted the offence, but 
the other denied It, 


Vigilant Inspector 


The ease for the prosecution was 
thut as the 1.20 p.m, down tram 
was nearing the Bowen" Rond 
bridge, the Chinese ‘Tram Inspector 
noticad two Chinese boys on the 
track oulside the Kennedy Road 
Station, Both boys were stooping. 
and concluding iat they were plac 
Ing obstacles on the tram lines. 
he communicated with the driver 
and got him to stop the tram just | 
before reaching tho Kennedy Road 
Statign, As soun aa the tram had 
stopped, the Enapector jumped otf 
and when the two boys saw him 
they ran away. 

.The Inspector gave chase and 
caught the elder boy, the other get- 
ting uway for the time being, but 
was eventually got by the Police. 
After catching the elder boy, the 
Inspector took him to the Kennady 
Road Station and then procecded te 
clear the lines and‘allowed the tram 
to yoon. Then the Polleo were 
communicated with and the eldor 
boy was handed over, the Tram 
Inspector taking the stones with 
him to the Police Station as 
evidence,

Whorens schemes of municlpall- 
ties or public companies annctioned 
by Unomployed Grants Committoe 
In the Inst two yoars of the late 
Government had involved an ex- 
penditure of £6,000,000 fn six 
montha, during which tho present 
Government had been in office, this 
committee alone had sanctioned 
£13,600,000 — for 630 ~ different 
schenies, and at the present momont 
there were 923 fresh schemes under 
conslderation, of a total value of 
£18,000,000, £8,500,000 expenditure 
had been sanctioned on electricity 
development. ; 

“Docks and Harbours 

In regard to docks and harbours, 
here again the atudy of, the un- 
employed problem vonvinced ‘him 
that, If we wanted to develop our 
trade, more fucilitles und more 
efliciont plant was required at many 
of our.docks and wharves. He had 
invited n committee of dock author- 
ities to meet him, and schemes had 
been approved for docks in such 
places o8 Durideo, Milford, Liver- 
pool, Newcastle-on-Tyne, Shoreham, 
Inverness, Boston and Aberdeen.

Trade Prospects 

Dealing with the general trade 
prospects of the country Mr. 
Thomas said that recent events in 
London and. America could: not be 
minitnlaed. Their effect was very 
serious, On the other hand, there 
were bright prospects In certain 
Industries, if uniiication and na- 
tionalisution could take place, Tho 
motor industry offered more hope of 
employment than others. In the 
ateel Industry great chafiges were 
tanking place.
